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Board of Selectmen hold discussions with MBTA

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen met on April 11, 
2022 at 7 p.m. 

The main item for dis- 
cussion involved the 
MBTA, the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Au- 
thority, regarding the rail 
crossing operations and 
efforts to address light 
and gate functions. 

Gonneville, the Deputy 
-General Manager of the 
MBTA, spoke to the board 


about the matter and 
gave a Powerpoint pres- 
entation. He brought with 
him the President of Ke- 
olis North America am- 
ong other colleagues. Ke- 
olis is a partner with the 
MBTA and contractor 
responsible for oversee- 
ing the operations of rail- 
roads. 

Gonneville said that 
“assembled here tonight 
is the leadership team 
responsible for the opera- 
tion of the railroad.” 

Chairwoman Lilia Ma- 
selli provided some back- 


Board hears about 
Lowell/Woburn Street 
alteration

WILMINGTON — At a 
recent Board of Selectmen 
meeting in early April, the 
board recognized James 
Gillis, a former member of 
the Shawsheen Tech Re- 
gional School Committee. 
Selectman Gregory Ben- 
del made the first state- 
ment. 

Gillis finished his time on 
the committee, but due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, 
they weren’t able to cele- 
brate his accomplishments. 

Board members thanked 
him for his 27 years of 
service and dedication and 
congratulated him on a 
long career. 

Gillis said it was a fast 27 
years, and it was if he snap- 
ped his fingers and it was 
gone. 

Chairwoman Lilia Masel- 
li asked what he would miss 
the most, and he said the 
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people he worked with, the 
staff, and the support from 
the Town of Wilmington. 

The second recognition 
of the evening was to Rob- 
ert Peterson, a member of 
the Shawsheen Tech Re- 
gional School Committee. 

Peterson was appointed 
to his seat in 1994 to serve 
as a temporary member 
filling in for Gillis, and 
then years later, they are 
sitting together at the same 
table celebrating long ca- 
reers, 

Both were celebrated for 
their professionalism, their 
service, their honesty, and 
where they set the bar for 
future volunteers for their 
town. Certificates were giv- 
en to both of them. 

The next topic was Paul 
Alumni, town engineer, in 
regards to the order of al- 
teration of layout for Lo- 
well Street. 

Alumni then spoke to the 
board about the intersec- 
tion connecting Woburn 
Street and Lowell Street, 
and how this layout alter- 
ation will allow for the 
widening of sidewalks and 
a designated right turn 
lane. Alumni provided an 
aerial visual aid to the 
board to show where the 
alterations would occur. 
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ground context, stating 
that a fatal accident that 
happened on Jan. 21, 2022 
was “jarring to all of us.” 

She noted how the acci- 
dent could have been 
avoidable and how resi- 
dents are becoming more 
aware of the safety is- 
sues regarding railroad 
crossings, plus how cros- 
sing arms have been 
down with no cause and 
do not seem to work as 
they should. 

The presentation given 
by the MBTA and Gon- 
neville discussed the ac- 


cident, which he said is 
still under an active in- 
vestigation.. But while 
they couldn’t discuss 
much, they described 
some of the safety fea- 
tures Keolis has imple- 
mented since then. This 
involves refresher train- 
ing for all maintainers on 
crossing gates, how dis- 
patchers are supposed to 
receive information on 
work being done to gates, 
new signage being put up 
to ensure that appropri- 
ate checks are being 
made, and maintainers

being required to stay on 
site until the luggage of a 
train to verify the func- 
tionality of the gates, 

Gonneville then talked 
about the impact they 
have on the community, 
with 11 crossings present 
in the town. He then talk- 
ed about how the MBTA 
is overseen by the FRA, 
and how they are inspect- 
ed, tested, and go above 
and beyond their safety 
requirements. 

He talked about how 
grade crossings work, 
and the three key issues

WHAT PEOPLE 
SHOULD DO IF 
THEY GET MAIL 
FROM THE IRS 


Do take timely action. A notice may reference changes 
to a taxpayer’s account, taxes owed, a payment request 
or a specific issue on a tax return. Acting promptly 
could minimize additional interest and penalty charges. 

Do review the information. If a letter is about a 
changed or corrected tax return, the taxpayer should 
review the information and compare it with the original 
return. If the taxpayer agrees, they should make notes 
about the corrections on their personal copy of the tax 

| return and keep it for their records. 

- Do respond to a disputed notice. If a taxpayer doesn’t 
agree with the IRS, they should mail a letter explaining 
why they dispute the notice. They should mail it to the 
address on the contact stub included with the notice. 
The taxpayer should include information and documents 

'# for the IRS to review when considering the dispute. 
Do remember there is usually no need to call the 
-§ IRS. If a taxpayer must contact the IRS by phone, they 
should use the number in the upper right-hand corner 
of the notice. The taxpayer should have a copy of their 
§ tax return and letter when calling the agency. 

- Do avoid scams. The IRS will never contact a taxpayer 

’ using social media or text message. The first contact 

' from the IRS usually comes in the mail. Taxpayers who 
are unsure if they owe money to the IRS can view 
their tax account information on IRS.gov.

Board of Selectmen discuss vandalism at Yentile Farm

WILMINGTON — On 
Monday night, the Board 
of Selectmen meeting be- 
gan by addressing the 
vandalism at Yentile Farm 
before they received pre- 
sentations from new ren- 
ters at 2 Lowell St. and 
DPW Operations Mana 
ger/Tree Warden Jamie 
Magaldi. 

Chair Lilia Maselli spoke 
to the Yentile Farm facili- 
ty vandalism, comment- 
ing that these are inten- 
tional acts into which the 
police department is look- 
ing. She asked for the 
town’s cooperation to noti- 
fy the police of any suspi- 
cious behavior in the area. 

Kimberly Freccero, of 
Jet Nutrition LLC, said in 
her request for a common 
victualer license that it’s 
her intention at 2 Lowell 
St. Unit 6B to open a shak- 
en tea shop to sell health 
beverages and bars. They 
would add around eight 
seats inside. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
mentioned that there 
weren’t any objections 
from the health director 
or building inspectors. Af- 
ter the board voted in fa- 
vor, Freccero added that 
they would aim to open on 
May 1. 

Wilmington DPW Opera- 
tions Manager and Tree 
Warden Jamie Magaldi ex- 
plained to the board how 
the town has again been 
designated a Tree City 
USA for 2021. The stan- 
dards met for the require- 
ment were having a tree 
care ordinance, a tree de- 
partment, and a forestry 
program with an annual 
budget of at least $2 per 
capita, along with observ- 
ing and proclaiming Arbor 
Day. 


In that regard, he asked 
the board to declare Arbor 
Day this year on April 29, 
which they then did. Ma- 
galdi also said that the 
Wilmington Memorial Li- 
brary would be giving out 
free seedlings for the week 
to celebrate Arbor Day as 
long as supplies last. 

Later, the board recog- 
nized their assigned war- 
rant articles for the mo- 
tions they’ll each make at 
Town Meeting, which is 
this Saturday, April 30 at 9 
a.m. in the high school au- 
ditorium. 

In communications, the 
board received Hull’s an- 
nouncement on the future 
recreation director who will 
take over for Karen Camp- 
bell after she retires later 
this year. The current pro- 
gram director, Brett Sawin, 
will become the new recre- 
ation director. Hull spoke 
to the program director’s 
community involvement 
and experience in town

before introducing him. 

The board members took 
turns welcoming and con- 
gratulating Sawin on his 
new position. They also 
wished Campbell a great 
retirement. 

Hull also wrote to the 
board regarding railroad 
crossings safety and Olin 
remediation. In the first 
memo, he shared that the 
MBTA had begun sending 
emails in advance of plan- 
ned work done at the rail- 
road crossings and taken 


‘their feedback about the 


signs from their presenta- 
tions. In the latter, he said 
that Olin started planning 
their efforts to establish 
the boundaries of the con- 
tamination zone, working 
with the town and the 
Conservation Commis- 
sion. 

Hull walked the board 
through letters from Juan 
Vega notifying them of the 
increase of the MassWorks 
Grant by about a million 
dollars and Mary Pichet- 
ti of the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
on the projected enroll- 
ment increase in Wilming- 
ton schools. 

Other communications 
regarded requests for re- 
newed constable licenses 
for Paul Bruce and Ronald 
DiGiorgio, recommenda- 
tions from Republic Town 
Committee Chair Robert 
Fasulo for the Board of 
Registrars, and a _ pro- 
gramming change from 
Verizon. 

The board offered com- 
ments related to a letter 
from General Counsel Co- 
lin MeNiece confirming 
the eligibility of the 100 
West Street Project. Hull 
pointed out that the town’s 
letter to 100 West Street 
LLC had identified a num- 
ber of issues. He said it 
was a shame that the pro- 
posed Princeton Proper- 
ties affordable units could- 
n’t be counted toward the 
town’s 10 percent require- 
ment. 

Selectman Judy O’Con- 
nell reminded the board 
how the applicant for 100 

4 


West St. told ftvin previ- 
ously that they didn’t have 
a plan if sewer wasn’t an 
option and were counting 
on relief due to the afford- 
able units offered. While 
she said she understood 
the profitability of the 
project, she could evi- 
dence here of inconsistent 
efforts by the state. 

The board voted in favor 
of signing the purchase and 
sales agreement for the 
sale of town land on Ald- 
rich Road, secondhand dea- 
ler licenses for GameStop 
and Robert Flaherty jewel- 
ers, and the requests of Wil- 
mington Band Parents and 
Friends to sell cold drinks 
and other items at the Me- 
morial Day Parade and the 
Recreation Commission’s 
Summer Concert Series. 

They tabled the decision 
about executing the access 
agreement with the Mass 
DOT for soil borings in the 
Route 38 Bridge replace- 
ment project, as recom- 
mended by Hull, who men- 
tioned that he couldn’t 
share the agreement with 
the board before the meet- 
ing that night. 

When they decided to 
vote on the appointments 
for things like Animal Con- 
trol Officer, Board of Ap- 
peals, and town and spe- 
cial counsel, Greg Bendel 
reminded the board that 
they intended to use town 
counsel to replace special 
counsel Dan Deutsch on 
the Olin project when they 
brought KP Law on four 
years ago. However, the 
town continued to pay for 
both law firms. 

Hull estimated the hour- 
ly rates for the two law 
firms — around $220 for 
KP Law and $370 for Dan 
Deutsch. They still ap- 
proved the proposed ap- 
pointments but agreed to 
start a push in the future 
to complete the transition. 

From the: recommenda- 
tions to the Board of Re- 
gistrar as provided by Rob 
Fasulo, they approved no- 
minee Kelly Richards. 
The board also approved 
the town manager’s ap- 
pointments and reappoint- 
ments before he read. 
them off. 

Some things mentioned 
in announcements includ- 
ed the retirement of Patty 
Ward, the re-elections of 
Greg Bendel and Kevin 
Caira to the board, and 
Town Meeting this Satur- 
day. In new business, the 
board asked for updates on 
the bullying incident at the 
high school, the Yentile 
Farms bathroom, and the 
lifeguards needed for Sil- 
ver Lake. 

The Salute to Service 
honored Michael Johnson, 
a Marine Corps veteran 
who served in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Some of his 
listed achievements inclu- 
ded the Sea Service De- 
ployment Ribbon and the 
Afghan Campaign Medal. 

The board’s next meeting 
will be on May 9 at 7 p. m.

It wasn’t until 2002 when 
another massive renova- 
tion to Fenway included 
the addition of seating 
atop the Green Monster.

History: 


Wilmington has had very few 
railroad crossing accidents —

The accident in Janu- 
ary that claimed the life 
of a woman in North Wil- 
mington has raised some 
questions about safety at 
grade crossings. 

Wilmington has had sur- 
prisingly few grade-cross- 
ing accidents. 

While there are no rec- 
ords specifically identify- 
ing such accidents, some 
stories are to be found in 
old newspaper files. The 
earliest was on Sept. 23, 
1880 when a passenger 
train hit a buggy carry- 
ing a Winchester couple. 

S. T. Sanborn had stop- 
ped for a freight train, and 
then proceeded onto the 
tracks, not realizing that a 
passenger train was com- 
ing in the opposite direc- 
tion. Mr. Sanborn was kil- 
led and his wife was seri- 
ously injured. 

The Boston Globe iden- 
tified the location as the 
Carter crossing in Wil- 
mington. This may have 
been the same North Wil- 
mington crossing where 
the most recent accident 
occurred. Jonathan Car- 
ter had established a 
store there shortly after 


the Civil War. 

The last fatal accident at 
the North Wilmington cros- 
sing took place 70 years 
ago. A woman had been 
walking to the station for a 
train when she heard a 
train whistle. Thinking it 
was her train approach- 
ing, she ran across the 
tracks in front of a high- 
speed express train. The 
train didn’t even stop until 
it reached North Station in 
Boston. 

One other accident re- 
ported at the crossing in 
1940 involved this writer’s 
grandfather, Peter Neil- 
son. A masonry contrac- 
tor, he was crossing the 
tracks in an old truck 
when it was hit. Neither 
he nor a passenger were 
seriously hurt, but the 
truck was demolished. 
He never drove again. 

A much more serious ac- 
cident occurred in No- 
vember 1937 at a farm 
road crossing, off Ballard- 
vale Street. A truck carry- 
ing 18 men was hit by a 
speeding train, killing two 
and injuring eight. The 
men had been working on 
the construction of a pow- 
er line. The driver report- 
edly had looked both ways 


before crossing. 

But the truck was slow 
in crossing, to allow the 
foreman to go back and 
close the gate. Standing 
on the running board, he 
saw the train approaching 
and yelled, “Step on it!” 
The locomotive hit the 
tailboard of the truck, 
throwing it about 50 feet. 
The men killed had been 
on the tailboard of the 
truck. 

On the day after Christ- 
mas, 1938, a Wilmington 
man was killed ina grade- 
crossing accident on Grove 
Street. Joseph Thistle de- 
livered some gifts to rela- 
tives in Reading and was 
on his way home for 
Christmas dinner with his 
wife and daughter. The 
Grove Street crossing had 
flashing lights. The street 
was later dead-ended by 
Route 93 and was renamed 
Kilmarnock Street. 

Wilmington is served by 
two separate rail lines. 
These accidents all took 
place on the Haverhill Di- 
vision. There are five 
crossings on that line. 
Four are on_ through 
roads, one on a dead-end 
stub. The only bridges 
over it in town are for I-93, 


built in the late 1950s. 

The line was built by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad 
about 1848. The same 
firm built the Wildcat 
line, earlier known as the 
Andover & Wilmington 
Railroad. 

On the other side of 
town is the Lowell Divi- 
sion, built by the Boston 
& Lowell Railroad. There 
have been no grade-cros- 
sing accidents on the Low- 
ell Division, simply be- 
cause there are no public 
roads with grade cross- 
ings. The roads intersec- 
ting that line are all car- 
ried on bridges. 

When the B&L built the 
line in the mid-1830s, there 
was great concern about 
locomotives hitting horse- 
drawn wagons. Thus, Wil- 
mington has ‘seven brid- 
ges, eight if you count the 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge, 
now a footbridge. 

In the last half-century, 
Sweetheart Plastics was 
allowed to build two cros- 
sings for its plants. 
There was an accident at 
one of those crossings, 
with a tractor-trailer hit 
by a train. There were no 
injuries.

Wilmington’s Town Meet- 
ings are conducted in ac- 
cordance with the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws, 
our Inhabitant By-laws, 
and traditional customs 
and practices that we have 
followed for many years, 
with guidance provided by 
the principles and rules of 
conduct in Town Meeting 
Time, a Handbook of Par- 
liamentary Law, and Rob- 
ert’s Rules of Order, New- 
ly Revised: 11th Edition. A 
non-exhaustive list of items 
of procedure are summa- 
rized below: 

e An article in the war- 
rant provides notice to the 
Town Meeting of a matter 
to be considered. The arti- 
cle itself is not a specific 
proposal for action. A mo- 
tion is a proposal for ac- 
tion by the Town Meeting, 
and must be within the 
scope of the notice provid- 
ed by an article in the 
warrant. 

e All main motions and 
proposed amendments in- 
volving the expenditure of 
money or amending any 
by-law must be in writing. 
All other motions and pro- 
posed amendments must 
also be in writing unless 
they are brief and simple 
as to be easily understood 
when stated orally. The 
Moderator may request 
that a motion be made in 
writing. 

¢ Before commencing dis- 


/ cussion on a main motion, 


the Moderator will first 
call for the recommenda- 
tion and report of the Fi- 


/ nance Committee. 


¢ Registered voters wish- 
ing to speak should come 
to a microphone. When re- 
cognized by the Modera- 
tor, the voter should state 
his or her name and ad- 
dress before commencing. 

e All discussion must be

relevant to a motion then 
before the Town Meeting. 
All speakers must address 
the Moderator; questions 
may be asked only through 
the Moderator. A regis- 
tered voter who wishes to 
make a motion that is de- 
batable must first make 
the motion and, after it is 
seconded, if required, the 
Moderator will recognize 
the maker of the motion to 
speak to it. 

¢ The Moderator will try 
to recognize residents in 
the order in which they 
come to the microphones. 

¢ Our Inhabitant By-laws 
prescribe that the maker 
of a main motion may 
speak for up to ten (10) 
minutes, and other resi- 
dents may speak for up to 
five (5) minutes prior to 
the closing of debate with- 
out first obtaining leave of 
the Moderator. The maker 
of a main motion may 
yield any portion of his or 
her time to speak to an- 
other individual. 

e On a motion to amend, 
our Inhabitant By-laws 
prescribe that no individ- 
ual may speak for more 
than five (5) minutes), and 


debate is limited to twenty 
(20) minutes total. 
¢ No individual may 


speak more than two times 
on the same motion except 
to correct a mistake or pro- 
vide an explanation. No 
person should seek recog- 
nition to speak for a sec- 
ond time until others who 
have not yet spoken have 
had an opportunity to be 
recognized. 

¢ No question shall be 
subject to a motion for re- 
consideration more than 
once, and no vote passed 
at any meeting shall be re- 
considered at an adjourn- 
ment of the meeting. As 
has been local custom, no 
motion to reconsider may 
be made to be dilatory, or 
to manipulate parliamen- 
tary procedure. Such deter- 
minations are to be made 
by the Moderator. 

As we have for the past 
few years, we will be using 
a “consent agenda” for 
routine and _ historically 
non-controversial articles. 
The consent agenda will 
include Articles 4, 14, 17, 
28, 33, 34, 35, and 36. How- 
ever, discussion will be al- 
lowed relative to any and 
all articles within the con- 
sent agenda.

makes the Town Meeting

ALLEVIATE FLOODING 


IN STONEHAM 


By PAT BLAIS 


Nearly a year after Stoneham drastically 
tightened the community’s stormwater de- 
sign standards, a Framingham-based devel- 
oper recently pledged to invest at least $1 
million to improve drainage system capabil- 
ities around the town’s solitary flood plain. 

Earlier this month, after spending the 
past six months considering a proposed 
housing redevelopment, Stoneham’s Plan- 
ning Board voted unanimously in favor of a 
special permit that allows Calare Properties 
to construct a five-story apartment building 
and an accompanying parking garage at 95 
Maple St. 

According to local attorney Charles 
Houghton, representing the petitioner, his 
client is making a massive investment in 
nearby drainage system infrastructure in 
order to redevelop the old Plymouth Rock 
Trucking terminal.The 5.56-acre site in ques- 
tion, which was most recently used as a 


satellite parking lot for Winchester Hospital, 
sits in an industrial zoning district that runs 
parallel to Montvale Avenue by I-93 and the 
Woburn line. 

Besides making financial pledges to ad- 
dress off-site flooding issues in and around 
Montvale Avenue - land which is part of 
Stoneham’s only flood plain - Calare Prop- 
erties is also installing a state-of-the-art 
drainage system capable of handling 100- 
year storms (or a once-in-a-century weather 
event). 

The new system, which will include un- 
derground infiltration tanks, will also treat 
runoff before it is discharged from the prop- 
erty for the first time since the trucking ter- 
minal was constructed back in the late 1960s. 
The developer also says the onsite improve- 
ments should reduce the amount of flooding 
caused by excess stormwater rushing into 
the adjacent Sweetwater Brook during big

Atlantic kingdom of 
Hrafnsey after a year of 
fighting overseas. 

After trudging up on 
horseback to the snowy cliff- 
side village, Aurvandil's 
queen, Gudrun (Nicole Kid- 
man), greets him warmly 
and, after a hug for their 
son, Amleth (Oscar Novak), 


urges him to bed with her. — 


Aurvandil, though, says he 
has something more press- 
ing to attend to. Rather than 
join his wife, he takes Am- 
leth to scurry around a fiery 
cave on all fours, half-naked 
and barking, while chanting 
manly oaths of honor with 
the court fool (Willem 
Dafoe). 

Something, you might 
say, is rotten in Hrafnsey — 
even if we have the sense 
that such rituals are the 
lifeblood of this culture. 

It quickly turns for the 
worse. The brother of Aur- 
vandil, Fjolnir (Claes 
Bang), cuts the throat of the

shoulders to take as his wife. 
Young Amleth — "just a 
puppy," his mom had called 
him — flees in a rowboat on 
an empty sea, vowing his re- 
venge. 

Where are we, exactly? 
Smack in the middle of the 
Scandinavian legend that in- 
spired Shakespeare's "Ham- 
let." But in this Viking 
ur-"Hamlet" (Eggers 
penned the script with Ice- 
landic poet Sjén) there's no 
existential hand-wringing 
for Amleth over duty and 
fate. He lives for vengeance. 


When we next see him, he's 
a ferocious and muscle- 
bound marauder — "a 
beast, cloaked in man-flesh" 


— who would snap most. 


stage-bound Hamlets like a 
twig. Amleth (a bulked up 
Alexander Skarsgard) is 
less likely to soliloquize with 
a skull than sever one from 
someone's body. 

Once he's had his fill 
doing mean Viking stuff 
(there's a beautifully and 
brutally staged raid of a 
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Slavic village), Amleth 
brands himself a slave and 
slips onto a boat headed for 
Iceland, where Fjélnir has 
moved his kingdom to a ver- 
dant grassy hillside. Among 
the workers there is Anya 
Taylor-Joy, a veteran of 
"The Witch." With justice 
tantalizing close, Amleth 
takes up arms against a sea 
of troubles. 

There's great method but 
not enough madness in "The 
Northman," Eggers' third 
and easily most ambitious 
film. With historical rigor 
and aged atmospheres, Eg- 
gers has already established 
himself as one of his gener- 
ation's most distinctive 
voices. His first film, 2015's 
"The Witch," was set among 
Puritan settlers in 1630s 
New England. His 2019 film 
"The Lighthouse" starred 
Dafoe and Robert Pattinson 
as mad lighthouse keepers 
off the Northeast coast in 
the 1890s. All three films not 
only take their history seri- 
ously, but burrow into by- 
gone — or maybe not so 
bygone — nightmares. As is 
incanted in the opening of 
"The _ Northman," 
"summon the shadows of 
ages past."

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The recent trend toward 
folklore in film can, in lesser 
movies, seem like the cin- 
ema version of a paleo diet. 
But Eggers' films have car- 
ried the potency of myths 
resurrected and _ reani- 
mated, and in doing so have 
unearthed rich new terri- 
tory. "The Northman," with 
a reported budget north of 
$70 million, is a bigger can- 
vas and more archetypal. 
With sweeping Scandina- 
vian vistas and a finale set 
among rivers of burning 
lava atop an ash-spewing 
volcano, "The Northman" is 
forged in a powerfully pri- 
mal fire. 

It is, though a lean story, 
with not as much meat on 
the bone as its ambition 
may call for. The mythic 
simplicity is part of the 
point of "The Northman," 
but the movie's single- 
minded protagonist and its 
elemental conflicts verge 
closer to "Conan the Bar- 
barian" territory than per- 
haps is ideal. Eggers' film is 
only fitfully enchanting and 
squanders its mean momen- 
tum. Once Amleth returns 
home, he bides his time for 
the right moment, and the 
movie seems to be filling 
time with supernatural 
segues and _ comically 


grotesque killings. For the 
first time, it feels like Eg- 
gers is relying on pagan 
pageant more than psychol- 
ogy to drive the movie, and 
the result is a seance that 
doesn't quite spellbind, de- 
spite a sincere effort to. 

This could be chalked up 
to the dictates of a bigger 
budget production and the 
need to reach a wider audi- 
ence, or an instinct of the 
movies that seems to count 
on howling, barking and 
shouting to grasp something 
primal that it can't quite 
summon. The scenes with 
Amleth's mother, with a 
fiery Kidman, perhaps 
comes too late in a film that, 
after a long journey, begins 
to more dramatically tug at 
the masculine myth it's 
predicated on. Amleth's 
vows aren't an oath but a 
curse, thus proving another 
age-old adage: Never trust 
Willem Dafoe.

“This is by the only flood zone in Stone- 
ham, so we’ve had to work with that. It’s a 
tough site and because of that, there’s quite 
a bit of money we’ve had to put into mitiga- 
tion so we can control the runoff [off and 
away from this site],” said Houghton during 
a Planning Board meeting last winter. 

“Not to my knowledge,” the local lawyer 
later responded, when asked whether any 
drainage system improvements had been 
made on the industrial lot in recent 
decades. “The only work that was done re- 
cently was that [another area landlord] 
cleared some of the vegetation [by the 
Sweetwater Brook].” 


First big test of new regs 

Last summer, Calare Properties officials, 
who had just months earlier convinced 
Stoneham citizens to approve a zoning 
change at Town Meeting to facilitate the 
apartment project, learned that new 
stormwater design standards enacted dur- 
ing the same assembly threatened to sub- 
-Stantially boost drainage system costs for 
new developments in town. 

Specifically, a four-page warrant article 
enacted unanimously at Town Meeting in 
May of 2021 created a stringent new 
stormwater bylaw that requires developers 
to design drainage systems to a 100-year- 
- storm event standard. Prior to the town’s 
adoption of the more stringent bylaw, devel- 
opers were required to install drainage sys- 
tems capable of handling 25-year storms. 

Though Houghton and engineering con- 
sultant Stephen Glowacki at the time ques- 
tioned whether Calare Properties could 
afford the price escalation, town officials ul- 
timately agreed to increase the size of the 
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project from 250 to 270 apartment units to 
offset those site development costs. 

“It’s going to make it difficult, but we’re 
not sure how much more difficult,” said 
Houghton during a preliminary Town Hall 
discussion about the new stormwater regs 
in July of 2021. “At first, we were sort of 
taken aback thinking about how to manage 
a 100-year storm: That’s quite a storm to try 
to contain.” 

“It could be in the millions-of-dollars 
range. It’s quite a bit,” Glowacki later an- 
swered, when asked to give a rough esti- 
mate of how much it would cost to comply 
with the new rules. 

Stoneham’s leaders and citizenry have 
tried to foster the redevelopment of the old 
trucking terminal into a residential apart- 
ment development for some 15 years now. 

Back in 2007, Town Meeting voted to cre- 
ate a special senior housing overlay around 
the vacant industrial site after two local 
builders emerged with a proposal to con- 
struct a 225-unit apartment building for per- 
sons aged 55 and older. 

However, those plans were shelved with 
the coming of the Great Recession. In 2009, 
Winchester Hospital inked a deal to use the 
400-space parking lot at 95 Maple Street as 
a satellite parking area for workers. Under 
the arrangement, the area medical facility 
also rented space within an existing 38,000 
square foot industrial warehouse building 
for storage purposes. 

Calare Properties, a real-estate manage- 
ment company with a portfolio that mostly 
consists of industrial and commercial 
spaces, later stepped in during the spring of 
2020 to purchase the Maple Street parcel for 
$12.85 million. 

What followed was a series of negotia- 
tions between the new owner and Planning 
Board to establish a new overlay district 
around the site to allow for all types of

multi-family housing. Town Meeting, told a 
redevelopment would generate somewhere 
around $750,000 in new annual tax revenues, 
ultimately consented to that zoning article. 
Presently, the Maple Street landlord is pay- 
ing around $85,000 in real-estate taxes. 

In a subsequent assist to the developer, 
Stoneham’s Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
earlier this winter agreed to issue a vari- 
ance allowing the developer to increase the 
size of the proposed apartment complex 
from 250 to 270 units to offset the costs of 
mitigating area flooding and drainage is- 
sues. 

Under this month’s Planning Board de- 


cision, the new housing complex will stand 
roughly 65-feet tall and include 15 studios, 
141 one-bedroom units, 89 two-bedroom 


apartments, and 25 three-bedroom 
dwellings. At least 40 of the new apart- 
ments will be designated as “affordable” 
units. 

“We’ve been [discussing this here for 
three of four months] and we’ve seen a lot 
of growth for this project.

Dr. Dorothy Watson, as 
played by Shonna Cirone, of- 
fers a touch of humanity to 
the emotionally distant 
Sherlock. Ms.  Cirone’s 
down-to-earth portrayal of 
Dr. Watson shows just how 
much Sherlock needs a 
wing-man (or should I say 
woman?) to help her navi- 
gate everyday social inter- 
actions. 

Actor Paul Melendy 
added a (not-so) subtle 
touch of comedy to the role 
of . Sherlock’s would-be 
suitor, Adam Worthington. 
But is he charming enough 
to penetrate Sherlock’s emo- 
tional armor? You will have 
to see the show to find out. 
I’m not giving anything 
away. 

The large supporting 
cast was excellent. The min- 
imalist set design featured 
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dramatic lighting with a cin- 
ematic sweep. The fog 
rolling in from above was a 
great touch adding to the at- 
mosphere of mystery. 

I had the pleasure of 
meeting the author, Chicago 
playwright Christopher M. 
Walsh, who was in atten- 
dance to witness the world- 
premiere of his production 
on stage. I’m sure he was ec- 
static with the results as his 
words came alive in front of 
an audience. This produc- 
tion was originally sched- 
uled for a 2020 run but was 
postponed due to the pan- 
demic. 

Miss Holmes Returns is 
intelligently written and 
highly entertaining. Pay 
close attention to the rapid- 
fire dialog as the compli- 
cated story unfolds. You’ll be 
rewarded with a production 
that actually makes you 
think.

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Doherty's stars on the track 


Three sisters, Kaitlyn, Allison and Emily enjoying success

WILMINGTON -- 
Growing up, the Doherty 
sisters, senior Kaitlyn and 
sophomore twins Allison 
and Emily have always 
been close. They recall 
funny stories of when they 
were together with their 
mom food shopping at 
Market Basket, their fam- 
ily vacations and of 
course their days in 
sports. Those days started 
out with lots and lots of 
soccer, but as they got 
older and into high 
school, their love and pas- 
sion has turned to track- 
and-field. And that deci- 
sion has paid off for all 

three of them. 

This past indoor season, 
Kaitlyn and Alli were 
among the top sprinters in 
all of Division 4, placing 
fifth and eighth in the 55- 
meter dash. Kaitlyn also 
was among the best 
sprinters in the state also 
as a sophomore, while she 
holds the school record in 
the triple jump, and then 
indoors as part of the 
sprint medley team. 
Kaitlyn and Alli have also 
been part of several suc- 
cessful relay teams. 

Emily, who is the older 
of the twins by two min- 
utes, is on that same 
track, but is going about it 
in a different way. Head 
coach Joe Patrone said 
that she was misused dur- 
ing the indoor season, 
running the middle dis- 
tance events, and last 
spring she did the hurdles, 
which she said didn’t go 
so well. However, when 
she has competed in the 
shorter distances, like the 
100, 200 and with the 4x200 
relay team, her times are 
pretty impressive, espe- 
cially for a tenth grader, 
who has been running six- 
hundreds. 

All three of them are 
versatile and very athlet- 
ic. They all have that 
strong sprinting speed, 
but can all participate in 
those longer distance 
runs. Kaitlyn also does 
the long and triple jump, 
Alli adds in the long jump, 
while Emily has done the 
hurdles, but also is one of 
the team's go-to javelin 
throwers. 

While they are versatile, 
quick and can_ score 
points in different ways, 
Patrone said that they are 
the kind of student-ath- 


letes that coaches thrive 
to have every season. 

“All three of them are 
very quick. I know that 
Emily played soccer, but 
there were times that I 
remember last fall when 
Alli and Kaitlyn would be 
here (at the high school) 
working out on their own 
to get ready for the winter 
season and stuff,” he said. 
“All three of them are a 
pleasure to work with, 
really nice kids who put in 
the work and who put in 
the effort. They seem to 
get along real well. I think 
the twins are very close. I 
had a real nice conversa- 
tion with their dad during 
the indoor season and he 
said that the three of 
them have really enjoyed 
the track seasons and that 
was great to hear.” 

As a freshman and soph- 
omore, Kaitlyn was on the 
sub-varsity soccer teams, 
as well as the indoor and 
outdoor track teams. Her 
sophomore season, she 
really emerged out of 


nowhere, finishing fourth © a 


at the Division 4 Eastern 
Mass Championship Meet 
in the 55-meter dash with 
a time of 7.57 seconds. She 
said that performance 
stands out above the rest. 

“I feel like I had a lot of 
motivation that year. I 
placed fourth at states. 
Even though my times 
have gotten significantly 
better, I still feel like I was 
stronger that sophomore 
year,” she said. 

Over the years, Kaitlyn 
has done a lot of tremen- 
dous things on the track. 
In the team's first outdoor 
meet this season, she was 
first in the 100 (with a 
state qualifying time of 
12.4), first in the triple 
jump (33-11), which tied 
her own school record, 
and was part of the first 
place 4x100 relay team. In 
the next meet, she got 
bumped up to the 200- 
meters with a state quali- 
fying time of 26.9 seconds. 

Last year's outdoor sea- 
son, she was fifth in the 
triple jump and sixth in 
the 100 at the Middlesex 
League Championship 
Meet and went on to take 
eighth in the triple jump 
at the sectional meet. 
Indoors, she was fourth in 
the dash at the league 
meet, fifth at D4 and 11th 
in the entire state. Her 
best time was 7.48 sec- 
onds. She was also sev- 
enth in the long jump at

the league meet and 15th 
at the D4 Meet. 

In addition to all of that, 
she ranks among the top 
in school history (modern 
era) with the _ school 
record in the triple jump, 
as well as her times in the 
55-meter dash and then 
the 100 and 200 meters. 

“Kaitlyn has been with 
us for four years and she 
has worked hard. She has 
shown how fast she is. The 
fact that indoors she 
missed the school record 
in the 55-meter dash by 
two one-hundredths of a 
second and that is Lexi 
(Luna's record) and we 
all remember how fast 
she was, so that just 
shows how fast Kaitlyn 
is,” said Patrone. 

While Kaitlyn has built 
up her accolades with 
track over the last few 
years, academically she's 
a National Honor Society 
member, who volunteers a 
lot of her time for various 
organizations, runs two 
clubs at school and 
already knows her career

path. 

“I'll be going’ to 
Springfield College to 
become a (Physician's 
Assistant). I'll be in a pro- 
gram where I can get both 
my Bachelor and Masters 
Degrees, so it'll be 3.5 
years in Health Sciences, 
then 2.5 years in PA, 
where you do your clini- 
cals and rotations. I was 
one out of thirty kids to 
get accepted,” she 
explained. 

When Kaitlyn was earn- 
ing her medals for the 55- 
meter dash during the 
league and_ divisional 
meets, Alli was right 
there with her. She fin- 
ished seventh at the 
league meet and eighth at 
the D4 Meet with the 
same times of 7.69 sec- 
onds. She was also a part 
of the successful 4x200 
relay team. 

“It was competition 
(going against Kaitlyn 
and the other girls) and I 
was scared. I didn't really 


know how the other girls - 


did, but I knew how 
Kaitlyn ran. At that point, 
she was very much faster 
than me,” said Alli. 

Thus far this outdoor 
season, Alli has been 
dropped to the 100-meters 
and in the team's second 
meet against Stoneham, 
she was first in that event 
at 13.4 seconds, was third 
in the long jump at 13- 
02.75 and was part of the 
first place 4x100 relay 
team. Her 13.4 second 
time is believed to rank 
sixth all-time in the mod- 
ern era. 

“Alli is not too far behind 
(in terms of speed) than 
Kaitlyn. Alli has the most 
natural of starts. She 
comes out of the block so 
quick - she is just so good 
out of the blocks consider- 
ing she is only a sopho- 
more. I'm so impressed 
with how well she has 
taken coming out of the 
blocks,” said Patrone. 
“She's had success in the 
dash, but also the 4x200 
relay indoors and then 
does the dash and the 100- 
meters outdoors. She has 
also shown some range. 
She's just this tiny thing 
so I think she'll get 
stronger and that will 
help her get faster.” 

Until she does get a bit 
stronger, she said her 
goals are pretty simple 
for the rest of this outdoor 


season. 

“T want to qualify for the 
states in the (100-meter) 
dash and I'm at 13.4 and I 
think qualifying is 13.2. 
I've only run it once but 
hopefully I'll get a chance 
(on Thursday) against 
Watertown,” she said. 

As for Emily, sometimes 
it takes coaches and/or 
athletes to find their cor- 
rect events and now it 
seems to be happening for 
her. 

“Emily was kind of mis- 
used indoors a little bit. I 
feel like part of it was 
there wasn't room for her 
in the 55-meter dash and 
the 300 so she was running 
the 600 instead,” said 
Patrone. “But she also 
showed at the state relays 
that she had a split in the 
4x200 that was one of the 
fastest (of the four girls), 
and it showed that she can 
run the 200. I know she 
likes the 200. I offered to 
move her down last week 
to the 100 and she said no, 


‘that she wanted to stay in 


the 200.” 

Emily admitted that it 
was frustrating at times 
running the 600 or doing 
the hurdles, when she 
knew that her strength 
was the shorter distances. 

“After I ran the 4x200 
(relay) at the 
Freshmen/Sophomore 
Meet, I realized that I had 
been in the wrong event,” 
she said. “I did pick up a 
lot of endurance during 
the workouts so now I 
have more speed, so that 
part was good for me. My 
best time outdoors is 29.0 
and indoors is 28.7 so my 
goal the rest of this sea- 
son is to break 29 sec- 
onds.” 

That's her running goal. 
She also has a goal in her 
other event, chucking the 
javelin. 

“Javelin is so much fun. 
Even though I'm not that 
good at it, I love it, it's my 
favorite event because you 
can always get better at 
it,” she said, noting that 
her best throw is 60 feet. 

While Emily had a laugh 
at her own expense with 
her javelin throwing abili- 
ty and her previous expe- 
rience in the hurdles, she 
appreciates the humor 
that she gets everyday 
from her two sisters. She 
added that being around 
them all of the time has 
been such an enjoyable 


experience. 

“Growing up with 
Kaitlyn has been really 
fun. She's always been a 
really good older sister. 
She's always taken care of 


_ me and Alli. She drives us 


around everywhere, she 
brings us places and it's 
always been fun,” said 
Emily. “With Alli, we've 
always hung out and have 
always been best friends 
so that's been great.” 

Kaitlyn, on the other 
hand, knows that the days 
of being on the same team 
as her twin sisters is 
dwindling, but she cer- 
tainly will enjoy every 
minute of it. 

“T like having them on 
the team. I feel like espe- 
cially now that we're all 
sprinters (that we're even 
closer). Me and Alli have 
always done the same 
events and now Emily is 
becoming a sprinter too,” 
she said. “My parents love 
coming to our meets and 
love watching us. That's 
honestly the best part, 
having my parents here, 
especially because I'm 
leaving for college so ‘J 
think it's great to have us 
all together on one team 
and they can watch us all 
grow together. 

“We were really close 
(growing up). We've 
always been close. It fluc- 
tuates a little bit and we 
do fight like all sisters do, 
but we all have the same 
interests and we're pretty 
similar people. We spent a 
lot of time together as 
kids and we kind of grew 
apart a little bit when 
they were in middle 
school, but since COVID, 
we have definitely grown 
closer because we were 
with each other all of the 
time. We were just typical 
kids and we did a lot of 
stuff together and with 
the family. We would go 
on vacations every year 
so we always had that. © 

“We all played soccer 
growing up so I feel like 
that kind of showed that 
we were all fast kids and 
that was obvious and we 
just worked from there, 
Soccer has always been a 
big part of our family. Our 
mom was a board mem- 
ber with youth soccer and 
she coached (the twins), 
We were a soccer family, 
but now I would say we're 
more of a track family.”

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - After 
scoring just four com-

Wilmington managed to 
bang out eleven hits in the 
game, including two each 
by five different players, 
and that along with solid 
pitching from Jack 
Toomey and_ reliever 
Ayden Balter resulted in a 
5-3 victory played at 
Scanlon Field. 

The win puts Wilmington 
at 3-4 on the season. 

“We definitely (got the 
bats going),” said assis- 
tant coach Connor Zaya. 
“We've been trying to get 
our bats hot and it seemed 
like today the bats got hot 
at the right time. Our 
defense was a little bit 
shaky today, but we got 
good pitching. Toomey 
was great and pitched 
well. We'd like to get the 
walks down a little bit, but 
can't complain (too 
much). He pitched great 
and same with Balter at 
the end of the game.” 

After the dramatic 8-6 
win over, Wakefield back 
on April 12th, Wilmington 
was defeated by Stoneham 
4-1, Watertown, 3-2 in 
extra innings and then 
Melrose 6-0. In this con- 
test with Burlington, the 
‘Cats took a 3-0 lead in the 
home half of the second 
and never looked back and 
had leads of 3-1, 5-1 and 5- 
2, before Burlington 
scored one more in the 
seventh, but stranded run- 
ners at the corners when 
Balter struck out the final 
batter of the game. 

“We've been struggling 
with the offense. I think 
we were getting four or 
five hits a game and just 
not having timely hitting,” 


said Zaya. “Today, we hit 
when we needed to and we 
were able to get guys to 
run well on the bases.” 

The ‘Cats struck for 
those three runs in the 
second inning as Toomey 
and Austin Harper had 
back-to-back 
After a strikeout, Toomey 
advanced to third in an 
errant pick off throw and 
then Harper stole second. 
After the second strikeout 
was recorded, Brett Ebert 
and Joey Dynan walked, 
the latter forcing in a run.

BILLERICA - Kayla 
Mirisola has seen a little 
bit of everything during 
her four-year career with 
the Shawsheen’ Tech 
Softball team. From a 
freshman season where 
she and the Rams strug- 
gled to a 6-12 record, to 
the cancellation of her 
sophomore season due to 
COVID, and then a 48 
record during last year's 
abbreviated season, the 
Tewksbury native, now a 
senior, has truly seen it 
all. 

But she has also perse- 
vered through it all, 
including last season 
when she helped captain 
the team under the most 
unusual of circumstances. 
She is back as a captain 
once again this season, 
joining fellow seniors 
Sandra Watne and Ella 
Malvone, both of 
Wilmington, in that role. 
But things are much dif- 
ferent this season, as 
Mirisola and the Rams 
are off to their best start 
in several years, at 5-2 on 
the young season. 

Mirisola has been a huge 
part of that turnaround, 
as both a hitter and pitch- 


er She is 2-1, with 19 
innings pitched, 16 strike- 
outs, with a 2.58 ERA on 
the season, while at the 
plate, she is batting just 
.220, but she has a .400 on 
base percentage, and 
leads the team with nine 
runs scored. She also has 
four RBIs on the season, 
meaning that her hits 
have come at opportune 
times for her team. 

“She has done every- 
thing I could have expect- 
ed from her. She has kept 
her team in the three 
games that she has 
pitched so far,” 
Shawsheen coach Scott 
Ialuna said. “Kayla isn’t 
overpowering, but she has 
good movement on her 
pitches and keeps the ball 
down. 

“In her one loss, we did- 
n’t play very well behind 
her. We gave up four 
unearned runs, didn’t 
swing the bat very. well, 
and still almost won. In 
fact, we scored four runs 
in our final at bat with 
two outs, and she plated 
the second of our four 
runs with a huge RBI sin- 
gle in the seventh.” 

For Mirisola, her entire 
career with the Rams has 
been enjoyable, but this 
season has had a special

feel to it, given the fast 
start the Rams are off to. 

“T feel like the attitude of 
the whole team in general 
has been really high 
because we have a win- 
ning record and are doing 
better than the last couple 
of seasons, so I feel like 
that encourages everyone 
going into the next game 
or practice,” Mirisola 
said. “When we come to 
practice, we are always 
upbeat’ because we want 
to keep working hard and 
keep it going. Our team 
chemistry is so great.” 

In addition to the team 
turning things around, 
Mirisola has _ turned 
things around herself. 
Like any player, she went 
through her share of 
growing pains as a fresh- 
man at the varsity level, 
both at the plate and in 
the pitching circle, but as 
Ialuna points out, her 
hard work and dedication 
to improve has allowed 
her to take her game to 
another level. And she has 
made these  improve- 
ments, while still being 
the consummate team 
player. 

“She has improved quite 
a bit since her freshman 
She was not con- 
sistently throwing her 


body into the swing when 
she first started. She was 
making contact, just not 
solid. She worked hard to 
improve on this, and her 
batting average improved 
almost 50 points her jun- 
ior year,” lIaluna said. 
“She finished fourth in 
batting average on the 
team last year. Pitching 
wise, her ERA has gone 
from. 5.00 in 2019 to 4.08 in 
2021, and so far, 2.58 this 
year. 

“When she is not pitch- 
ing, she has been a consis- 
tent player in left field. I 
have heard that first base 
is her best position but 
her freshman year we had 
a shortage of outfielders. 
She stepped up, never 
complained, and did what 
was best for the team.” 

Mirisola says that her 


experience playing at the. 


varsity level, as well as

sometimes I will remem- 
ber batters from previous 


years, so I will know if I 


throw her a certain pitch, 
I will get her out. That 
prior knowledge can be 
very helpful,” Mirisola 
said.

Town looking at 


temporary full closure 
of Route 62

WILMINGTON — Town 
Engineer Paul Alunni and 
representatives from TEC 
presented updates on the 
MassWorks. Grant and 
project timeline for the 
culvert replacement proj- 
ect on Route 62 for the 
Board of Selectmen on 
Monday night. 

Alunni opened by detail- 
ing how a shortfall in fund- 
ing had led him to seek 
state approval for an addi- 

tional $1 million for the 
total culvert, sewer, and 
roadway project, which 
the state provided. 

While Alunni stressed 
the highlight of the addi- 
tional funding, he said 
that the project’s impor- 
tance does come with 
short-term consequences 
with regard to traffic. 

= “We’re looking at a tem- 
porary full closure of 
Route 62,” he said. He 
assured the board that 
they began coordinating 
with the police and fire 
departments already 
around traffic impacts to 
emergency services and 
would soon coordinate 
with the school depart- 
ment for traffic planning. 
The culvert project, he es- 
timated, would begin in a 
few months. 

The representatives from 
TEC explained that the 
culvert to be replaced was 
located on Route 62 or 
Middlesex Avenue _be- 
tween Jefferson Road and 
North Street. It had been 
created in 1960 with a 50- 
year lifespan. Due to. its 
age, the culvert had been 
sagging to the point where 
it was rated by Mass DOT 
as a “severe major defi- 
ciency.” 

They also pointed out 
that due to the location of 
the culvert, normal con- 
struction options like a 
“temporary alignment shift 
or phased construction

He talked about the gen- 
erous donation of a prop- 
erty owner in the desig- 
nated 12 foot strip, and 
said that there would be 
ample progress by April of 
next year if the board 
voted yes on the project.

weren’t feasible. There- 
fore, the road does need to 
be closed in that section 
completely for 30 days. 
Before the closure, the 
plan included cutting the 
gas line, installing erosion 
controls, providing writ- 
ten notice to the town, and 
placing message boards at 
each end of the culvert. 

During the 30 days the 
street would be closed, 
there would be two sepa- 
rate detours put in place: 
a route on I-93 for trucks, 
and a route from High 
Street to Woburn Street to 
Concord Street to Federal 
Street for all other vehi- 
cles. They talked about 
signs on 93 which had 
already been approved by 
Mass DOT and’ messages 
on Route 62 which could 
change by project stage. 

By the time the 30 days 
are up, the construction 
efforts would cover re- 
moving the existing cul- 
vert barrels, installing ad- 
jacent manholes and 
sewer lines, installing the 
new culvert, and creating 
a single lane to be open 
with an operating signal. 
The single lane closure 
would last for 42 days, dur- 
ing which they would in- 
stall guardrail and side- 
walks and pave the road. 

They mentioned this 
part would likely cause 
the most delay. due to the 
way that the traffic signal 
operates. Finally, for 60 
days they would need to 
have two lanes open while 
still finishing the final 
details. 

The culvert project is 
estimated to take four 
months from start to fin- 
ish. They said they’re 
pushing for the project to 
mostly take place over the 
summer knowing that 
school buses would be in- 
terrupted by traffic if 
school is in session. 

Selectman Kevin Caira 
recommended putting up 
a sign in front of the train 


tracks informing drivers 
not to stop on the tracks. 
From the audience, DPW 
Operations Manager/Tree 
Warden Jamie Magaldi 
mentioned that some 
signs could be added on 
the fly according to traffic 
needs. 

Greg Bendel’s main is- 
sue was about police and 
fire response times for 
issues in North Wilming- 
ton, as they would normal- 
ly go through the road clo- 
sure area. Alunni respond- 
ed that he’d been talking 
with the police depart- 
ment on this project for 
over a year, and their cur- 
rent discussion pertained 
to a temporary police 
safety substation on the 
other side of the culvert. 

Gary DePalma asked 
them to clarify the work 
hours, which they said 
would be 7 a.m. - 7 p.m., 
six days a week, in order 
to keep 30 days a realistic 
timeline for the complete 
road closure. They would 
try to shorten the 42 days 
with a one lane road but 
be sure to work with the 
school transportation de- 
partment. 

Judy O’Connell asked 
about a plan to notify 
nearby businesses and res- 
idents. Alunni responded 
that he would send letters 
to businesses and resi- 
dents with his contact 
information along with the 
use of social media and 
the town website so that 
residents could reach out 
with concerns and feed- 
back. He also alleviated 
her concerns about finan- 
ces and materials, includ- 
ing how Princeton Pro- 
perties contributed some 
money for the roadway 
improvements planned for 
next year. 

Magaldi gave Alunni a 
shoutout for his work 
securing the extra $1 mil- 
lion during what he called 
an “unprecedented con- 
struction time.”

BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration, as 
part of the Administra- 
tion’s Earth Week cele- 
bration, announced that 
$150,000 in Water Quality

Watersheds across the 
Commonwealth must be 
assessed every two years. 
With more than 3,000 
lakes and ponds, 12,000 
miles of streams and 
rivers, and nearly 3,000 
square miles of coastal 
waters in the Common- 
Watershed Planning Pro- 
gram can sample only a 
fraction of these waters in 
any given year. 

MassDEP supplements 
its own surface water 
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quality dataset with data 
collected by key stake- 
holders. Internal and cer- 
tain external data meet- 
ing MassDEP’s accept- 
ance criteria are used as 
the basis for assessing 
surface water quality in 
accordance with require- 
ments under the federal 
Clean Water Act. 

“Our partnership is 
grateful for the opportuni- 
ty to monitor the water 
quality of our rivers, 
streams and lakes,” said 
Ipswich River Watershed 
Association Executive Di- 
rector Wayne Castonguay.
